Kt'xt como tho sturgeons. They tiro found
jn all tho frosh waters of the northern world.
Iliey are common in tho livers which empty
into tho Arctic Ooean, or the continents of
America, of Kurope, and of Asia. Tho great
rivers of Asia teem with varieties of Kturgoons
from Kamsi hatka to tho Ural Mountains, and
in our northern rivers, emptying into the
Arctic Ocean and Bay, they are equally
nuxueious, and they are also found in some of
the more southern rivers of tho temperate
zone; hut nowhero in tho tropics are they
found. The sturgeon of the Mississippi de-
scends ns far as New Orleans, but does not
filter the ocean, and this is the most southerly
point the sturgeon lias been known to visit.
In Kuiopo there lias been a variety of tho
sturgeon found in tho basin of the Danube
and tho Mack Sen, but there are none in tho
Mediterranean. There aro some found in tho
Chinese rivers, but none aro found in those
livers which empty into tho Indian Ocean or
the Paeilie, which bathes the southern shore
of Asia, and none are found in the waters of
South America. ?ut whilo that family is
entirely foreign to the tropics, South America
has what may bo called representative lishes

that is, lishes which ape the the sturgeon,
witlu ut assuming all its characteristics. You
have seen iu the figure I have made here of
the sturgeon, that it is characterized by the
llatness of its mouth, and the position
of the mouth underneath, and further,
by the scales, or rather of the shales
which cover their body, and which are ar-
ranged in five rows over the body, one row of
large shales along the middle of the back, one
row on each side along tho middle line, and
one row on each side along tho lower line, and
these bhales are bone, hard, and often covered
with enamel. Now whilo wo have no stur-
geon in the Amazon, wo have a variety of fish
akin to the sturgeon in some respects the
Bame flat head with the mouth underneath
and the body covered with shales, but these
shales occupy either tho whole body in various
combinations, or form only some rows in a
diflercnt arrangement from the sturgeon, and
all these lishes of South America ditTor from
the sturgeon in having a solid bony frame in-

stead of a cartilaginous one, which is character-
istic of Uio sturgeon. I may draw ono or two
to give you some idea of them. In the first
place, the tail is not as symmetrical as it is in
th sturgeon; then, the mouth is surrounded
by broad flappers, which sometimes extend
like a curtain from the mouth, ami the dorsal
fm may lie very large. In some of them tho
anterior part is prolonged into a kind of width
which extends far beyond the general outline
of the fish. It may be, also, that sometimes
the upper lobe of the tail is prolonged in this
manner in the shape of a whip, and then wo
have the position of the vontrals and the pec-
torals, as in the other.

HOW THEY CAliE FOR THEIR YOUSO.

Now S9iu of these isi have a singular mode
cf taking care of their youg. There is one
species, which grows two feet or moro U

length, which lays its eggs in balls about tho
size of a large egg. It lays in holes. Tho fish
itself burrows tho holes in tho banks. Sup-
pose we have here a river bank, this being the
lowwater level and this the high water level. Be-

tween the low water level and tho high water
leved you can see, when the water is low, holes
in the bank, which extend horizontally into
the bank from two to three feet, and which, at
the end, enlarge like a funnel. Hero the fish
comes to lay its eggs, and during tho time tho
young aro developing the hsh comes frequently
and rests its head over the young, surrounding
them with the flappers of tho mouth, and
breathing, as it were, fresh air over them
during the process of heaving and subsiding
the gills. Others carry their young rolled
up in these curtains of tho gills, in a mass,
tied up, as it were, between the folds of the
gill, and the young remain in that way pro-
tected by these folds of the mouth, and are
carried along until they are ready to hatch.

I have frequently caught fish with these
bunches of eggs in the folds of their lips, and
I have often raised some of them and been able
to trace the changes which they undergo, and
which show ono singular feature, that in their
young condition the tail end of the body of the
young presents exactly that singular inequality
which we have in the shark, and which we
have in the sturgeon, and which, to say it inl
passing, is a feature common to all the lishes
of the old geological formations; so that I may,
without exaggeration, say that the form of tho
young of the lishes of the earliest days of crea-
tion resembles tho form of the young of tho
fishes of our day in the most striking manner;
which shows again what an intimate link there
is, whether material or intellectual, through-
out the creation, from beginning to end, from
one point on the surface of the earth to the
other. (Applause.) This family of mailed
fishes goes by the name of ganoidian; and these
are exclusively found in the fresh waters of
the Amazon, replacing there the typo of stur-
geons which characterize the fresh waters of the
northern hemisphere. By the side of that, we
have another group, which is more blunt in
form, and in which tho scales are remarkable
for being only two in each row that is, there
are only two scales, ono row on each side, a
sort of coat-of-ma- made up in this manner
of broad plates, extending from the back to
the middle of the line, and from that another
row extending to tho lower portion of tho
body, a small I'm on the back, another under
the'tail, and the ordinary pectorals and von-

trals there. (Illustrating on blackboard.)
This fish is remarkable for the faculty it enjoys
of leaving the water and walking a conridor- -

able distance over tho land. (Laughter.)
Sometimes it is found three, four, and hvo
miles from tho water, and specimens have
been brought to me which 1 have left on the
ground for a day, ainKafterwards, when put
tack into water, they were as lively as if they
had not been disturbed. That fish has another
peculiarity; it builds a nest (applause) a
largo nest, about tho size of a man's hat, with
a hole loadine into the interior, in which it
deposits its eggs; and it is not only capable of
creeping on even land, but it can creep on an
inclined plane, and I havo been told by very
trustworthy persons tnai iney are nequemiy
found many feet above tho water, on uttimps
of trees which have fallen down, the trunks of
which aro so inclined that the fish have reached
the branches of the tree to such a height that
the biid and the fish havo moro than once
been brought down by tho samo shot.
(Laughter and applause.)

CONCLUSION.

After cnumeratinir several other species of
fish peculiar to tho waters of the Amazon,
Professor Agassiz closed as follows: So that
one of two things must bo true: the fishes
which inhabit cuUeront parts of the world nave
originated where they are, with all their pecu-

liarities, or if they havo a common dcscent.tho
changes they have undergone surpass all that
which naturalists have thus far conceived pos-

sible in the way of change. In my next lecture
I shall discuss with you tho terrestrial animals
of South America. (, applause.)
